ment. They would have accepted even Con- 
stantine, had be offered them constitutional 
fUarantees for their natural rights. An insar- 
rection on this ground was a new and startling 
event for Russia. 

On the 25th of December the oath was to be 
administered to the regiments. Instead of 
swearing, several abandoned their barracks, 
and marched tothe Great Square in St. Peters 
burg, on which the statue of Peter the (ireat 
rests, shouting, Hurrah for Constantine!

But m truth be could do no less. There is 
no compromise possibie betweea despotism 
and intelligence.

im the popular welfare. 

From all that we have said sbout Nicholas, 
it can be seen that one geveral idea regulated 
his policy. Struck by the evils which bas been 
jeft him by his brother Alexander, be deter- 
mined to take im all things the contrary course 
to that which had been adopted by his prede- 
coxsor. Alexander inclined toward fiberal 
ideas. Nicholas showed himself anti-liberal to 
an excess. 

} When the poet Pouchkin died, mourning 
| was universal throughout Kussia, the Emperor

It appears that no dervish comes, and the 
plagee goes on «preading daily from village to 
vil town to town. This is the fourth 
year since they first appeared at Mrtilenc, 
whence I am writing. It is said that they sel- 
dom remain at one place longer, but that, in 
the fourth generation, the race dies out unless 
it ts reeruited from cisewhere. I am not aware 
whether this is a mere popular superstition, or 
a fact based on experience. They show, how- 
ever, certamly no symptom of weakness or di- 
munition of numbers. In ten days they have 
increased very much in size, they are now as 
long as cockchafers, only fatter. They seem 
to be of several distinct species. Their bodies 
are about an inch and a half jong, but some are 
much larger round than others. They heve six 
legs. The bind leg: of the largest bind are 
nearly three inches long, or twice the length of 
the bedy. They have immense strength, and 
can spring four or five yards atatime. The | 
fegs are terminated by sharp, long claws, and 
have lesser claws going about half way up at 
the sides of them ; their hold is singularly tena- 
cious. Their heads and shoulders are covered 
with a kind of horny armor, very tough. Some 
are of a bright green color all over, some have

In virtue of this, permission was 
given to destroy the locusts by al! moans save 
these of fire and water. It was necessary to 
evade this since fire and water were 
universally acknowledged as the only effectual 
means of destruction. 

The matter was now made the subject of a 
fixed legal regulation, by which every family 
was required to destroy from about twelve to 
twenty-five pounds weight of locusts, accord- 
ing to their numbers, for the common benefit. 
Some of the villages were labor was scarce, 
paid this tribute in money. Four cents a pound 
was first given for locusts; bat the price after- 
wards sank to « half cent. The efforts of some 
places were, however, defeated by the indif- 
ference or superstition of others; so thet la- 
bor, time, and money were ai! lost. More than 
seven hundred thousand pounds weight were 
destroyed without any visible effect on their 
nambers. Their weight at this time was about 
two hundred and seventy to the ounce.
